R ocks,wholc armcd breſt of too hic proote tor lo f12nder 
timber, ſplic herinonc inſtant into many thouſand dii- 
toyned pecces;the (urutuing remnant more willingly ot- 
ting vp their hues intothe hands of the merc.lciic Sea, 
who!c mercy they had not talted; then totlic ſubeettion 
of his lwor\l, whole vigor 111 puniſhing their breathles 
companions bagics, in their floating witndlcd, But nei- 
ther did the daring oftheir dilpaires (which wastlre vn- 
ex2cctcd entrance to this euill, netther the danger it tclts 
{waercin che ppecioulnes of his dzare lite was imbalian- 
.ccd) ncither the inacquaintance otthe ſuyle whereon he 
was ſhip-wrackc, neither his many. wounds, thelolle ot 
Fortunc, Hope, Honour, Wealth, ot other expecRtati- 
on breed inhim enher amazement, tcare, or dcliitaiice 
trum thc continuance of that reucnge, which trom the 
begining he with ſo great vertue purlucditor being vow 
lefcro ſtruggle with the'varuly waues, whole impcrious 
Lilowcs(many times cqumer-checking bus defires)gaue 
bimatecliag remembrance ofthis morcall conſtitution), 
lic 
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he gathered new life; by the hazard wherwith the oldlife 
ſNoode indangered: and ſwimming with ſuch beaurifull 
colineſle as Tritow is teined ro do,whe he yſhers Neprune 
to YVenss banquets, with his ſwordc in his hand, which 
otren enſigne-like he louriſhed about his head, as who 
. ſhould ſay, Danger is but the hand-maid to Vertue,or as 
it he would haue chalenged moe perils then thoſe, 1mpus 
ting the eſcape of this no worthic reputation 3 without 
turning his cie backe vpon his owne laferie,hc followed 
on {till the ruine of thoſe to whome was lett no comtoret 
but in ruinous periſhing,and made ſuch ſlaughter, thar 
not a breathing ſoule was left to complaine, that ſo ma- 
nie by one were become breathleſſe 3 Burt hee had no 
ſooner tiniſhcd the etteAt of what hee hoped for: And 
Furic (wanting a ſubie& whereon to worke more fury) 
had giuen place to the teelingof ocher paſsions , when. 
inſtantly his oucr-laboured bodice grew weake and able» 
Icſſe rodcliuer him a liuing ſoule, made free from thoſe 
perils ; yet with an vaycelding vertuc that was cuer (or 
cucr {cemed to bc) (trongeſt in his weakeſt fortune, he 
many times mounted vp himſelte,and ſprang vpon the 
waucs,10yning both Artc & _— togither as means ' 
for his dclttuerance. But cuca ar the laſt pinch, when 
ſtrength had as ic were hniſhed the need offtreng! h, vn- 
kindly ſtreogth torſooke him, and heſunke downe, vn- 
ablc any longer to prelerue that hfe, which ſtill chen had 
prelerued the hife and citare of many kingJomes:bur the 
guilty waters ( aſhamed to bec guiltic of fo exccrable a 
murthcr)opencd their boſoms, & brought him vp again 
into theatre , where by the force of the ticge pt the Sra 
he-was borne vpoa the lands,and lay to the 1radgement 


ofthe Shepheards(who till then vpon ther knees, were 
adoring 
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adoting him as a coeleſtial deitie 3 breathleflc and with- 
out' motion, in-{o-much that with all cheir powers 
they ranne andrecouered himere the {1:ge could come 
agat:1%, which as appcarcd,greedic of another imbracc- 
mcent,made more then vſual haſt2 to ouer-take him:and 
wh.n daungerlzſerhey hai lard him vpon a ncighbour 
banke vato che ſhore , they behelde a perſon of to rare 

and vaimatchablc proportion (1n whom all the beauties 

ofthe worlde were moſt liberally dil-1cſted)that prodi- 

eall Nature in the worke ſeemd vtterly to hauc beggerd 

herſelfc, and becom'd penurious toall ſucceeding ages : 
It wasnot long before tacy had brought him to lite and 

the kuowledge of the daunger whercunto his life was 

ingaged; when ſodataly he ſtart vpon his teete,, and ga- 

zing likc a wounded Decre vpon his concealed perlecu- 

tor, he cried, O Thamaſias, Thamaſtus, lincſt thou with 

men or Angels? vihappic that ] am,ſbal I liuc to 1nquire 

1fchou huc? I will not, | will not, my breath 45 notmune 
owne if thou be breathleſle, nor ſhall my daycs bce auy- 
mented an houre aftcr thy deſtrution, forſaken Pyro- 

phylus, deiefted Pyrophylus: with that he wiltully would 
haue throwne him-tclte 1nto the Sea againe, as in loue 

, withtheperill which he hated, or the death which with 
ſuch difficultie hee clcaped . But the amorous Shep- 
hcards hearing him name tholc two names , which 
kept the world bothin awe and admiration, rannc ha- 
ſhly vato him , and folding himin their armes, with 
the vurermoſt of their force, (wh:ch the louc of thoſe 
names. had ſtretched to the higheſt ſcale of their puiſ- 
lance) ſtayed him from the ynnarturall (el fe-killing com- 
batte; and with the beſt oratorie that the ſimphcitie of 
their bringing vp could then inſtruft their tongues, they - 
= £ perſwas» 
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perſwaded him from impoucriſhing the world of thoſe - 
exccllent hopes which: his verie preſence promiled in 
moſt admirable aboundance: and comuring him by 
thoſe two rarely beloucd and praiſc-worthie names, 
(which with ſuch feeling ſorrow hee har vitered, and all 
the Nations of the worlde with vaſpeakeable reverence 
entcrrained) notto let that day bee regiſtred in nusfor- 
runcs calender,as the day of greateſt misfortune, by the * 
loſſe of ſodiuine an expectation; aſluring him by thoſe 
clpcciall rokens which they hadnoted during the con» 
fA',that it his friceud whom he bewailed, were that vn- 
coquered ſpiric which inthe gally bad done ſuch match- 
leſle fears of chiualric;thar then there was no feare of his 
periſhing,inaſmuch as they had fecne him make himſclf 
Lord ot the Gally, ere the wind or Oares hadcaricd her 
beyond the copalle of their ſights. Further they humbly 
vpon their knees beſought him,rhat if he were cyther of 
thoſe two Princes , whoſe {weete names were teſweet» 
ned by his veterance , that irwould pleaſe him nor to 
conceale jt from their knowledges,who all be they were 
bur Shepheards,yer had that vertuous feeling of noble- 
nefle, which taught them a ſeruiceable dury to the inco- 
parable greatnes of ſuch dignificd fates, T he Prince Py- 
rophy{us(tor ſuch was his narve) alittle pacificd, and ho- 
ping by this hope in their ſpeeches to-kill bus hopelcſle 
Diſpaire, was content to be ouer-ruled ; though manic 
timcs. the feruciicie of his loue had almoR oucrcom'd 
that not certainly grounded relolution : in the ende,cal+ 

, Jing tomindethar cher fight was both begun and occa- 

| ſioned vpou che Helteſport, and that this place was alto- 
gither bcyonde thc bounde of his knowledge, fearing 
the S2tian laws, which tor thelofle of the two farbfull 
YET SE C2 loucrs \ 
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loucrs Hero and Lemder,adiudged preſent death to the 
aproach of any ne1ghbour-bordering ſtraunger 3 and 
not forgetting the conuatt betwixt him and Thamaſtus, 
that they ſhould neucr be knowne where cuer they were 
difioyned;anlwered the Shephenrds,thart how eucr they 
might miſtake hs yrierance , or his vtrerance beguile 
the intent ot his owne mcaning , 1t was ſo that hee was 
\ callcd Adwunatus, Prince of tberia, who trom the begin- 
ning ot his firſt knowledge,had held in fiagular admi- 
ratton the memoric of Thamaſtus Prince of Rhodes , and 
Pyrophilus Prince of Macecon; lo thatit hee had [poke 
ot them, it was buthike a drcaming man , whole-braine 
from the ſuperflu:tic of his choughts apprehends diuers 
' xcmore and farre diſtant imaginations; but tor his own 
part, at that inſtant hee ſaid, hc was both careleſle and 
worthleſlc, and worthicto bec ſo vaworthily carcleſle,

giucn tothe noble and tamous Amphyalus, his (liſters 
fonne: aman (o excellently ſeaſoned with the (alt of all 
vereuous ynderſtanding , tha excepting the hope of 
is Thamaſius 
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Thamaſius and Pyrophylas he ſtood inthe cic ofthe watld 


vnmatch-ablc and beyond compariſon ; Pirophylas hea» 
ring ther name Amphyalus(whom he had cucr reipect- 
tully rcucrenced for the raricty of his perfteQions) de- 
maunded where he kept his Court , and how long hee 
had hung his caſcfull armour by the walles ro meditate 
mote ſafely vpon the aftions ot other Nations? They 
an{wered, that his Court was abandoned, deſolate ; and 
forſaken of all, in who gricle by thegrearnes of his birth» 
right challeng'de nota tcee-ſlimple inheritance, and for 
the place of his reſidence, it had bone vnknowne to his 
lubicQs by the ſpace of thele three yeares, at what time 
hc departed thence with as great a burthen of infupport- 
able:.diſcontentment , as Azlas or Olimpus with their 
10yntlefle ſhoulders could {tand vader;the reaſon where 
ot being (though many times ſulpmioully conteured) 
ncuer ſufficicndy vnderſtood or daringly cntred into by 
any dcuining or all-knowing iudgement, was ( they 
faid).now at laſt (but heaven kcowes haw long they wil 
laſt, which callcs ſuch exccllencie to thelaſt account of 
literJaſting) both knowne, cenſurcd , and ro many ins 
diciall cares malitiouſly deliuered, to the dilgrace of the 
worlds beſt beautie, & the deſtryuRion of a molt tamous 
queen, cuer till then wondred for a wandertull vnblce 
wiſht reputation, cuen Hellen Qucene of Corinth, that 
harrales taire,and faire harmles hure creature, a Lady of 
a mightic humblenes and an 1whnue mightines ; vertus 
ouſly alluring, bccauſc ſhe was vertuous,and that verrue

Prineciies Pamels, & Phylocles, 
with the Macedonian Pyrocles, at thatritne the Amiazo- 
alay Zelmane had got the ablolute voderſtanding of. 
his mothers fliot-hearted crueitie agaioſtthoſe immor- 
tall Paragons of the worlde , rowhom he had cuen fla- 
ucd theſubieRion of his divine ſoule, & ſawe by the Ca-: 
racers of therr misfortunes, the deſperate cuil wherunto -

making hcr negle& the meancs ſhould bring herto not 
weepingzand her complaints drawing on a certaine end 
to worke in her cndlefſe complainings; whereupon tur- 
ning from thedead repurcd coarſe , that her returoing 
might adde more violent extremitic to her compaſsio- 
natc languiſkment 3 ard a lutle depriuing here1es the 
bleſſedneſſe of their fights ,-thar with the ſame ſigh 
thcy might bce moreduincly cndeared; ſhee bumbly 
threw hericlfe at the feere ot thoſe Princes, whoſe hea» 
vie cycs not withour abundant teares were [peRators 
otthat immortally bemoaned tragedy,bur elpccially ſhe 
conuerted all hor ſpeeches tothe wortd,contemning = 
#4xi#s , a man whole tclte-louing opinion had drawne 
12to him a bcleeke of impolsible archieuements, and to 
h:m ſhce declared the olde age of her redious diſputed 
lou:3 che varemoucable conſtancie at her confidear at> 
fetion;and the world-wondting end her forrow would 


conlurace as ſoon as ber hopes*were depriued the 
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T he firſt part of the firſt Booke 
bliſſc of their expettation, cucr and anon miagling a- 
moneſt her compalsionate bemoanings,ſfuch an intyre 
adoration idihe name of Anaxime , preterring it before 
Angclls , and recording it firſt of all in the mightic in- 
rolmcnt of God-heaces;rhat he whole tlndactle could 
apprehend nothing bur his owne greatnefic, grew now 
great withechilde of imagpnarie divinitic ; and though 
for thc deaih of Amphyalus he had voweda detcſtation 
of all women,yer in louc with his owne gloric, hee was 
content (with a deformed \mile)to commend her, that 
thereby he might backe againe call to minds his owne 
commendations ; and{woare by himſclte (tor greater 
than himſclfc , his great heart would ucucr acknow- 
ledgc)thatthe royali humour.ot hcr grearneile, gaue her 
an excellent iaſpeftion,and a determinate meane of wel 
iudging the fingularine of others perf:Qtions - bur yer 
hc who had acuer accuſtomed himſcltc ro condilcende 
to any d:ſreof vertyc,becaulc his Religion was groune 
ded vppon this hereſic, that honour was goc by contra 
dition ,. and greatucilc molt fcarcd by a perticular de» 
niall ofa generall intreatic, notwithRanding all the dar- 
tie Launces of h: r wcll tempred Driatorie, would haue 
vucrly withſtood her fute(which was andy to hauc the 
coucyancc ofthe body of Amphyalus imo her own couns 
trey)bad not his two brothets, called Zoylus and Lycur- 
£85,(ro whom ambitious Nature had not beene tull our 
{o prodiga),though by a yreat deal too much,muci) roo 
liberall 1n the ſame humor of oſtentation) taken a more 
liucly talte of birterneſle from her teares, andiioyncd in 
che approbation of her rcalonable demaund, drawing 
the ſtrength oftheir arguments fromthus ground , that 
{uh hee was a deſperate forſaken patient, whomno Phi-

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Grion or Sucgion in thoſe parts, durſt in the leaſt hape 
giue alightot ſuruiuing,itany orhcr part there were an 
inſcarchable skill vareucaled , it was neceſſaricto ap- 
proucit , becauſc pothing could draw the daunger to 
a greatcr height then it was alreadic rayſed:belides they 
boaſted what honour it would be ro them, ro condutt 


_ the dead bodic tothe bordering skirts of Beſilins armic 
(which of necelSitic they mult doc) as it werein de 


{pight without eyther controlment or damage, to the 
inteurs they purpolcd; T his laſt (pecch (chough the 0- 
ther auailed)tound a more inſfinuating acceptance inthe 
Suanc-ſcalding ayme of Anxixs,ſo that he agreed to all 
her dcfires,giuing her leauc to embalme the body with 
ſuch preſeruatiues', as for that purpole ſhe had broughe 
with her : and tolde her, that as well for the verrues hee 
found in her (of which himſclte could better iudge then 
any other creature) as for acarefull hope he had of his 
frends recoucric,ſhe ſhould haue that day no: oacly her 
wiſh, but alſo a God(meaning bimlſelfc)to be her ſanAu- 
aric defendant 3 and one who would in ſuch Gafrtiecon- 
du@ her through the tents of hus enemies 3 that ro her 
well (cciag iudgement ſhould appeare the terror of his 
grearnes. The comfortleſſe Lady ro whom the want of 
comfort ſerucd as acoinforcable companioa, taught by 
her griete a polinke cariage in gricfe, loothed vp his va- 
nities by amplifying vpon his yaine grounds , and with 
heartic humblcacſlc otterced to kiſle hs hand as a teſti- 


monic ofthe aſsurance ſhe repoſed ia his magnanimitie. 
All things being preparcd fic ſor ſogreat a ſolem- 
nitic, A#4xizs and his traine attending on the hearle ; 
and the faire Queene Helles,ilsued in a molt ſolcemne & 
tragicke manner from the Caſtle of Amphiales, and fo 
D: 2 con» 
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condudcted her tothe banks of the ſwift-falling river Z4- 
don,withour cither impeachmcut or diſturbance: where 
after many contuſed ſhewers of vacontroilable teares, 
ſeeming as if they would ioyne with the river to ouer- 
flow and drowne the neighbour plaines. Anaxins and 
hisbrothers Zoylus and Lyewress , rooke their leaues of 
the Queene,and the dead reputed Mmphyalss, and ſo re- 
. turned backe to the place trom whence they were de- 
arted. 
The Queene left alone to accompany her dead Lord, 
; (auing that ſhe had onely twentie horſemen , and ſixe 
Ladies which had beene her gardiantsin that wofull 
voyag:) commanded the coffin to bee {ct downe vpon 
afaire banke of flowers by the riuers ſide , and then ta- 
king her Lute,tothe delicacieof whoſe ound ſhe maried

Alas Amphyalus ({ayd ſhe) alas,thou that ip the inf - 
niteneſſe of thine vnbounded Diſdaine,haſt had ſuch an 
immortall ſoucraigntic as to bee the all onely diretor 
both of my thoughts and aftions : how much mighrnier. 

| had beene the amplified honorot thy royall ſpirit, if the 
great Godhead ofthy diuinitic, had procecded from a 
gracctull pitty, to the gnawing torrentof my miſerable 
diſtrefic?

more wounding lamentations then ſhe yer had vrtered, 

to create New methods of complaining , till ſhee 

was interrupted by a diſcrete Gentleman her attendacr, 
w ho perſwaded her from that wearineſſe of mourning, 
chicfly where no calc-procuring ſorrowe made the la- 
bourſome day ercruall with vaine labour,and brought

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pourifileg ſhowes of diſpleaſure pleaſingJy to bee pre-

giue notice ſhe hadnored their proceedings 3 but with 
the conſtantneſſe of her ſorrow taught them thar the 
picture oftruc wo, was by 00 Meato betakenzyer whe- 
ther ſtirred by their (rego purpole)exclamations, or i= 
magin'og their ſtay a {gne of ber artivall on the other 
ſid:,and that they cried out bur oncly to companion her 
bemoanings ' ſhe ariling, looked forth, bur lawe all the 
ayre (0 lmoothered vp in an vanacurall pctfumed myſt,

and the madneſſe of that ſtorme , tyranmizing ouer fo 
little a ſpot of inflamation : But as ſhee fixed her ſighir 
thereupon, ſuddenly a wraſtling in che waters cloſe by 
her Barges fide, 1ouited her eyes toa nearer obiect, and 
ſheee ſawe (winming vpon the waves in moſt amiable 
graccfulnes, and with ſuch an art-full dexteritie as gaue

. dance;which is conccaled in the bottomlefle wombe of 
the Occans darkneſſc;and with them, as it were, woocd 
the louely yourh , whoſe nude borne vpon the wings 
of coatraric affeious , conucyed him with an inre-

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ſpeRiuc motion from the preſence of the God 3 often 
rimes in ſhrikes,crying,O Hero,Hero,] have tardy armes 
and flowe forces, vaworthy attendants for ſo ſweete a 
bcautic, at which the God with a mourning pitiouſnes 
diucd downe into the deepe, and was no more deſcer- 
ned. Atthis the care-waſted Queen apprehended the 
device, and preſently called to memorte that firſt ſtorie 
ot louc which cuer in writing was bequeathed to me- 
moric of the infortunate Hers and: Leander: but with 
ſuch greedineſle, that al-be ſhe knew it was a deuile be- 
gotten ro dclight her paſsion, yer forgot that cither it 
was deuiſcd, or. that her paſsion ſhould delight in fuch 
ſorrowfulneſſc;wherfore as it ut had becne the ſubſtance 
of that ſhadow it prelented, ſhe gaue it ſuch amemorable 
entertainment. as in deſpite of reaſon ſhe brake forth in+ 
to thele weepings., 

O cxccllent Hers ((aid ſhe) that hadſt triumph inthy 
loue,verrue inthy faith,admire inthy coſtancy,8in thy 
dcath a moſt bleiſed, bleſſed marryrdom:thou wert vn- 
happic in thy coomuch happines,& happic inthe worlt 
ende of thy ſowre fortunc;chou did(t infinitely loue,and 
wert much more infinitely'afteed, fo rhat iſtbou didſt 
cuer ſigh,it was becauſe thou couldeſt not loue beyond 
infiocenes: how cotraric am I to the ſtace of thy procee» 
dings, whole louc is bondape, whoſe faith reſpeCtleſsc, 
conſtancieſle auaile,& death (by a remorcnelse) roo ob- 
ſtinarely helplesithy Leander loued that he mighs be diſt 
daincd; mine diſdained becauſe he deſixed taibee hated!

a forraine detured harucſt,whileſt thou haſt a greater ry- 
ches falling +pon thy boſome ! ſce how he mournes for 
the flowaeſle of his blifle, whileft } crie out at the (wift- 
nelle ot my miſerie 1! OForrune how doecſt thou auerle 
the counteoanceot thy favour , andinthe Artocitie of 
my'mi{baps,buildeſt the gloric of thy Kingdome: when 
wilt chou bring backe thine alpeAtiue mildneſic, and let 
mee ſee againe thoſe Halcion dayes of calmeneſse, 
which in my firſt age I cnioycd ?

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ned Caſtle,whoſc ſtarclineſsc4o. building,though it con- 
ſiſted ofthe weakeſitare of continuance;ye: was fo tha- 
dowed wuh the beſt of Arts tauention, that the firit ap- 
prehenfionof the eye would haue adiudged it at an 10+ 
eſtimab!e vaicw, like the moſt curious portrature ot Ye- 
#xs,laid vp6n an otherwiſe di{piled board, or arcmnant 
ot vicleſle Canuas. As ſoone as ſhe had ſet her foote vp- 
on the ſhore, which was no iconer then the cothn could 
be diſcharged ofthe Barge,there might ſhe {ce vpon the 
{ands, Leander drowned,and Hers lamenting oucr him, 
in her Nunne-like and virgin-ſtained appariwbo with 
all the imipoſGible paſsions of au impoliible ro be appea» 
ſed furic, aftcd with ſuchliucly tremor,the worſt - 
ratcnefGe ofadecayed fortune:that Hellen ſtod as much 
amazcd to behold her, as gricuedto ſec ſomuch woe in 
a counterfeyt diſcontentment; aud in her amazement 
looked firſt ypon Hero, then vpon her ſcltez atter ypon 
Leander,laſtly vpon Amphyalus , and thus many times 
(cnt her lookes to and tro poaſting without intermiſsi- 
on, euecry looke bringing her backe matter of more 
wourning 3 in the cnde bowing downe her heauenly 
countenance , ſhefaid, it there weteanend ir wor, 1t 
were nothing to be woe begone +but being ercraall, ir 
is a (adde Dictie3 aud with that palscd forward on vp- 
on her 10urncy. But ſhe was not goae halte a league fur- 
ther vpon the ſands, ere ſhe tawe a Nymph runnivg be» 
fore her, whole haires being Jooſcd, partly by the winds, 
but chicfly by the violeec of hertyrannous white hand 
followe after her in ſuch a diſpcarſed length , that it at 
any time ſhe ſtoode ſtill , they ſeemed to kifze the bale 
carthin the talling, or coucritin the golden riches of

ayre from flectng; and ſomctimes linking her Juoric 
fingers one within another, raiſe them aboue her heade 
to bh Sky-watrd, asf with that geſture ſhee would call 
pittic from the hcauens. And with theſe paſsionate moti- 
ons filled the cies of her beholders, till come within the 
compallec of their cares hearing, they might more plain. 
ly vnderſtand her dolours, which wich a burden of tea- 
rieſighes made eucrmoretheir conclulis with the name 
of Theſes, acculing him ot flintic harducile innot rc- 

tentingz of vakindnciſe ia not louing of tyrannie, in 
nor pittying; of falftoode in diflembling ; and of in- 
grat cnes 1n 1uſt deſerts ynrewarding.By this the Queen 
perccyued it was forlaken Aryadne, Icttto th: worlde by 
vniult Theſers, in the mcmorie ot whoſe auſhaps (as in 

an exccllent myrror)ſhe ſaw the liuely imageot her wo- | 
tulnciie; whercypon ſhe ſtaid with wonder, and won- 
dred with pitic atthat which in hez-tclte ſhe could ncei- 
tact pittie nor wo!:der at : and as ſhe ſtgode inthis vn» 
accuſtomed pauſc with tearc-filled cyes, ſhce ſaweolde 
Sylenusvppon his lazic Ale, cyther ina dead ileepines, 
or 
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or a drunken deadnefſſe,come amblingwith ſuch an ex-, 

peation offalling, that hrs-vntoward motions, which 

1n others bred a laughing ſcorntu.nefle;in her ſad Lady 

{tired vpa remorſiue fearfulticlle 3 after him and about 
him went a troupe of Satyres pyping , arid dauncing; | 
with baurrickes of Tuic, and Garlandes of Poppica- 
bout them: then came 1n coupletres a multitude of 
Buechanals crowned with ſwelling Grapes , and redde 
Roles ; ſome bearing in their hardes carrowſing 
Cannes, ſome Myrtle boughes , ſome burning T a- 
pers, and ſome downie Cowchcs of Molsie {oftneſle;

to crernize thy wotulncs: ſhine cucr inthe heauens, and

| defend his Honor,then to giue honor to any of them by 
his blowes,faitly paced towardes the reſt ot the troope, 
who bychis cime having (eene the death of one of their 
conſores , all withone touch of diſcontentment, ranuc 
fyrouſly vpon the Prince, and aſlayled hun with the 
greateſt power that any way conld proccede trom their 
meanc greatneſſe : but Jooke bow wee [ce a Greyhound 
when hee is inuironed with a malatude of little Curres,

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* all thechiefeeſtates of chat Countrey , and on eyther 
fide, as rwo guarding wings matched ſundric bandes 
of the moſte experteſt Souldiers in thoſe partes, con- 
duQcd by the moſt principall Capraines of. that King- 
doine : but whcnihey were come into the middeſt of 
the preaſe of common people , and that the Barke was 
towed intothe Ocean, and a Barge readieto receyue 
the 2necncrto b:are her aboord the vnfurniſhed vel- 
ſcll,there grew ſuch a murmuring contuſion , and ſuch 
adif-vnion ofthoughts amongſtthe multicude,thar like 
the iarring ſound of many vmuncd Iaſtruments, they 
not onely amazed the Nobilitie, bur alſo gauovndoub-

The whole aſſembly whoſe minds were variouſly ca- 
ricd vp and and downe with adclire and tearc, ora tcar- 
tull delirc to wiſh nothing that might pur them 1n fearc 
otenſuing good fortune; And eucn thoſe betwixt whole 
lippes yet itucke the worde of fafeue, rorhe neuer-lil de- 
{cruing Qucene Helen, were fo inchaumed with the 
plaine Rhctoricke ot this houcſt-leeming Oration, that 
as if all their ſeucrall bodics had had bat ane mind, that 
mind one head, that head but one tongue to vrtertheir 
cogitations,caſt yp their caps, and cticd the iudgement 
was exccllent, and notto be reverſed ;all-be cuen at the 
beginniog of the ſpecch ſcarce any two agreed one un c= 
pinion, ſome conlcnting more for fcare then colcicnce, 
foine diſſenting as much vpan will as loyaltic, fome to. 
bee r d ſtrickt pet formiers of Tuſtice , ſome robec 
thought charitable 1npittying the innocent , ſome to 
ſceme ro vnderſtand deeper miſteries then were hid 1n 
plaine dealing; and lome to picke a thankel-giuing of 
ſuch as might purſue like hard foruune: Allin ſuch mu» 
finie of cenſures,that ic was im pols: ble either to dilcerne 
Pitie, Mercy, or Tuſtice, virtill the colours vt this ſpeech 
(as alwayes the cycs of common multitude ate blearcd 
with ſhowtull repottinges ) had brought them | ro 
concurre and agree in onz Opinion and conſent of 
her dcltruQuon ,. the tearclull tcaring the ſcourge 
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of diſobedience; the wilfull willing to haue their willes 
performed; the ſcuere as delighting in crueltic; the cha» 
r1table for a counterfaite loue to their Country; the wiſe 
to be renowned for their deepneſlc; and the flatterers to 
draw to them a good opinion of well mcaning; which 
no ſooner was perceiued by the moſt politike Queene 
Ewronuſa,vholc heart cnkindled her braine with a ficrie 
wiledome, to {cc the deſperate eſtate where-unto the 
ayzcof wordes drewe her deareſt beloucd , but brea- 
king throughthz multitude, and oppoling face to face 
_ the Nobilitic of Laconia , lifting vp a well tuned 
voyce, guardcd with ſo reuerenta countenance of glo- 
rivus Maicſtic, as did not oncly intice but aſtoniſh the 
bcholders,drawing thcir attentions to a ſilent duwbnes, 
the thus made an{wereto the former Oraton. 

You Princes, Lords, and Commons of Laconia, 'ct 
neither my preſence (how greatly ſo cuer at this tume 
inexpectcd) nor my wordes (though farre vaſutable ro 
this voluntaric conſent you hauc giuen tor the killing of 
a worthc innocent) breede in you ſo much wonder , as 
your inconſideracic (neuer till this time knowne, or at- 
tached) ſtirreth in me an admiration beyond the com- 
paſſe ot common admiring, the rather when I behold 
your grauitics directed andled by the blinde cyc of no 
rcaſou; why, whithcr are your Noble iudgements fl.d? 
'ull nowe the Schooles of other Nations ) white are 
your faiths? wherc are your loucs? and where are your 
w:{cedomes ? Arcall (lainc with infubſtantiall wordes , 
with broken arguments, and vngroundcd luppy(cs ? O 
that it wcre as lawfull for me to chide you , as it is moſt 
neceilaric for your lelues, in your (clucs, to condemac 
your {clucs as blamce-worthy;you hauc this day by your

Fhyalue, and adiudged todeath not Hellew, but in Hellew

Mount ot AHybla, cryed, ſhe had bur well ſpo- 
ken, and chat there was nothing bur iuſtice and rea- 
ſon in all ſhce had ſpoken ; turning all the raſors of 
their opinions agaynſt that iudgement , for whole 
maintenance betore they were onelye whetted ; 1o 
variable are the reſolutions of the multitude, and fo 
apt to delight in the laſt ſound, how diſcordante ſocuer. 
W hich bcing perccyucd by the policike Qyecene,who 
loath that the cold words of any clder wiſedome ſhould 
quench the blaze he had newly kindledz aki the bow- 
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ivg ofher hand fora taken offilence, ſhe againe theſe or 


luchlike words vetercd. | 
Howe ſutable to your Noble grauities is this ho» 


nourable conſent(moſt famous Laconians)who know- 


eth oot thatis worthic of any koowledge, & how much 
in my ſelte it ſhall be both reſpefed and rewarded, wit- 
ncſle mine hereafter deſcignes,and wy preſent thankful- 
nclle., tor peuer was there anic example of mare iuſt 
loue,or of the loucofiuſtice 3 yer fith delay is the onely 
torrent of hope, and Deſire he [worne cnimic to cx- 
pcfation, that mine innocent ſute may be ſtained with 
neither of their imputations,beholde here the moſt ex+ 
c&llent Prince of Jberis, the farmuus'Adunatus, who wil 
ling to expoſe bis facred perſon in ſo notable a defence, 
ſtandcth to approoue her neuer to-be-blocted innoceny, 
. Scarce had the Lucene deliuercd theſe wordes,when 
Coſmos againe ſtepr forth, Anger and Diſdaine warring 
ia his countenance, willing co def.nde what was -in- 
detencible, began to ſeconde his firſt ſpeech; But the 
common le, according to their common cuſtome, 
when ahries hearc what they woulde not , or are 
come to the full poynt of what they expeRed , be- 
gan ſometo hemme,ſlome to cough,fome to ſpit, ma- 
kiog ſucha Babellof confuſed viterances, that neither 


were his wordes reteyned, orreſpefted 3 which percei- 


ucd by Adunarus,who preſging forwarde with his horſe, 
as a ſtgnall of lomewhat hce had to ſay, the people in» 
ſtantly were calmed, and hee lifting vp his Beuer, thus 
lpake. 

Fire (my noble Lords) is neuer quencht with ſwords3 
nor wel grounded reſolutions altred with weak perſwas 


lions then why goyou about by aire to alter that which

and decreedithe offer is noble and not to be refuſed, the 
reaſons ſtrong and not to becretelled, and my ſelfe wil- 
ling,neither by any other aducnture whatloruer to ber 
withdrawn ot concealedifor a (cal to which noble deed 
I beſeech you all, my Lords, remember and publiſa this 


my proteſtation.. Fiſt, I proteſt thighapleiſe Queene 
co be vertuous, immaculate and innocenr, of all her vn- 
kinde hus bands 1mputations: amd:fich ſhe hath no ac 
cuſer but his 1calouſic, cuen to that icaloutte , and that 
tongue which hath beene the Herauld to that icaloulie, 
I hearc dcnounce the lie, & will with this conſtant hand 
guided with my refolucd hearc, be readic ro defend the 
lame againſt Amphialus,the world, or by whom to cucr 
I ſhall be called. | | 
He had no ſooner made this proteſtation, bur the 
po_ gauc agreat ſhowte' , and che Nobilitie ſeeing 
ow this deluge had drowned all their tormer reſoluti- 
ons, with vnwilling willingneſſe gaue confentto the 
motion,decrecing the execution ſhould be deterred,and 


 * meſſengers diſpatched 'through all the torraigne parcs 


of Chriſtendome,to giue notice to Amphyalw,ofall chat 
had paſſed in their proceedings; but Ewronsſa loath to 
leaue Helfeninthe hands of her exccurioners, fearing cy- 
ther the hate of age might worke hurr tor policic;zor the 
fatterie of youth might faile in a diſtreſſed torrune, ſhee 
humbly hcſought the Lords of Zaconza,that they would 
deliucr vnto her the vnhappie Queene, whom by the 
vowes of her princely worde \, andall the obligations 
which couldtic ſo great an Empreſle , ſhee folemnely 
ſwore to bring forth vato them again vpontortie daycs 
warning, whenlocuer they ſhould commaund, for ae 

tryall 
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trya'l and hazard of her tortune, _—- 

The Nobilnic,as willing a lutle to flatter He!lew,whoſe 
beſt tortuncs were not altogether contounded, as loath 
by her deraining to give larger limits to her hatred,con- 
lemed to the Queenes requzlts, & acrepiing her prince» 
ly worde for her redcliucric, in moſt humble manner 
gaue the wofull Hellen to the noble Earonuſa's proteRie 
on, excuſing much of that inc xculable courle , which 
with ſuch wiltulacſſe they had purſucd. Now was the 
meeting of cheſe rwo Queenes full of paſsion & delight: 
Paſsion in their woes, Delight in the exccllencic of 5 
woes: but after alutle enterchange of forrow(which hu- 
mour though of ſome i be helde baſe and coward; yet 
of others it 1s eſtcemed the ornament of Age, Vertue, 
and Continence) they hauing in cheir embraccments 
and kiſſes, rold the ronguc-ticd meſfage of their herrs, 
began now in ſolemne fort ro take their leaues of the 
Lords and States of Laconia, the wotull Queene Hellen, 
in her ſilence , ſhewing that ſhe deſired nothing which 
themſclues did uot firſt deſire. But Phalantus humbly 
crawing her to meaſure his doings by the power he had 
to doc,and not to let his filence condemne what his bu- 
lie thoughts were in labour to bring to paſle, beſoughr 
boththe Queenes to accept his ſcruice, and that they 
would vouchlafe him leauc , to attend them intothe Ile 
Tenedss. The Queenes right gratctully accepted his of- 
ter, and ſo after many accopliments twixt him and the 
wotthie Adunatis , they departed on ypon their jour- 
ney,wherec hauing paſt chrough the Countrey of Lace- 
#ia,and a great part of Peloponeſns, without any aducn- 
rure monks noting , they came at lengthro thoſe ſands 


whichlic agayoſt the Ile Cyrhers , from whence by an

eucn line they may paſſe to Tenedos;there they tound at- 
tceading for the Queene Evronuſe luxe Gallies , which 
had formerly wattcd her ouer 3 uno hich fo ſoone as 
the Queenes were readic to cuter , the moſt excelleng 
Adunatwus, with a countenance as. full of Maicſtic as 
louc,(yct ncuer any countenance more deatly beloucd) 
humbly beſought the Queenes thai hee might attende 
_ themno furtherinthat tourney , but that like an cxant- 
matcd carkas,or a ſoul-leiſe man (for other heproteſtcd. 
he was not) he might ſpend ſome tew dayes inthe queſt 
ot his trieod, wholc abſence was vato him the ablence of. 
all comfort whatſocuer, which fricnd{he faind) hee had: 
loit by ſhipwracke immediately before bis incounter 
wichthe Zucenc Eurenuſa; to tais intreatic he adioy- 
' ncd aſolemae oath , and an anuiolable proteſtation, 
once cucr in forty daycs to giuec notice to = Lneenes, 
where,or ia what placc hee remained, that whenlocuer 
he ſhould bee callced,eyther by Amphyaine, or any other, 
| hee woulde bee prepared to giuc an account , both tor 
his owne,and the deſolate 2ucenes forruae, 

The 2ueccnes greeued at his deſire, yer were loath 
to gricucat anicthing hee ſhould delice , loath in them- 
{clues to countermaund auy his demaundes, yet Wis 
ſhing apower to commaund his demaundings , with - 
rcares 10 their cyes (the true meſſengers ot their loues) 
and humbleneſle in their lookes (perfite badges of their 
obedience) they anſwered him, that ſince 1n his vers 
tuces was the fclicitic of their Jiucs, and that as leſſer 
Spheares chey were onely moucd by the power of his 
greatneſle, it became them not cyther to queſtion or 
contradift, onely this they beſonght him to 1magine, 
that his preſence was vnro them as the Sunnes faitg. 
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beames co the ſtorme-wrackt Mariner, and his abſence 
ke the hower of indurance inthe houſe of atfliction; 
bur ſich his content muſt be begor by their dilcontents, 
| they were willing to bee pleaſed with their greatelt dil 
' Thusaker innumerable tcares ſhed, and many hearty 
departures,the Lucene hauing appointed her choyſclt 
Galley to attendthe Prince in his journey , giving him 
ſundry moſt rich icwels for the teſtimonies ot her triend- 
ſhip, they went all aboord, the wo Zucenes, and Pha- 
lantus, direQting their iourncy for Tenedos the Prince 
Adunatue holding his courſe tor Cythera, andthe lower 
Hands, but there he found nothivg but that hee would 
not hauc found,a certain abſcnce ot his friends preſence: 
thence he returned backe into Greece,to ſee if at the 0+ 
lympian games he were preicnt; but the ſports were to 
him wcariſome,or not at al becaulc Thawmaſius was not 
there at all : from the Olympian games, hee wentto the 
games Pithii(celebrarcd 19 the —_— of Apolls)but foiid 
them lonely , becauſe without his friendes companie,. 
from thence to Corenth,and to the ſtrait of {hmae,to {ce 
ifacthe games /thami,'toundcd by Theſews:nthe honor 
of Neptune) his triend might bee found 3. but no place ._. 
yeelding him the comfort of his friend , he grew come. 
fortleſſe in himlcliz. Thence hce went to the games 
Nemet; thencein Creete, to (cs: if at Piryrhas daunce 
hee were preſcor? but fiuading euecric place as ſpecch- 
leſle as him-ſ{clfe was hopecleſle , hee directed: bis way- 
yp into Theſialia, wh:te hauing trauailed ſome fewe 


dayes , hce came to the skirts of the Monntaine Offa, 
whoſe well-raiſed Brow ſeemed to bea counſell-keeper 
with the Firmamecnt, and whoſe well proportioned 
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hugeneſſe,and well apparclled beauty,tcſtificdhe greap 
dicty of our firſt grandame Nature. Keeping bus wayby 
this mountaine, hc arriucd at the head of the river Pe- 
#aws, whole ſmooth delicacic,and dclicate ſmoothneſle, 
did torcthly inure the cyc of the trauclicr , ro wonder ac 
the ſmoothnefle, Here the Princes horſe finding bis 
maiſters care,carcleſic of bis labour, began totyre, and 
with a ſuddainc ſtop caught him ro know, that violence 
is without continuance ; whereupon the Prince aligh- 
ring from his backe , and plucking off his Bridle, gauc 
h:m lcauc to feede vpon the choylclt graſle,whilcſt tum- 
ſclte withdrawing himſcltc into a goodly wood of Pinc- 
rrees neare adioyning, where thinking to make the neg- 
kk of {leepe a comtort rooucr bulic care, hee began co 
lay himſc)f- down vndcr the Canopic of a goodly Pine, 
buta lictle keeping his eyes open, that they might attec 
cloſe with more lateric, he might beholde hard by him a 
thickc, darke,and molt obicure groauc, where bramble, - 
Thorac,and Brier, had with ſu many interlacings and 
interchangeable windings,knit & co-vnired their bran- 
ches rogeiher, thar the all-pearcing Sunne- had not 
power to dart his ſmalleſt beames through the wydeſt 
Caſemcm; at this the Prince a little amazedly looking, 
thinking that Nature ſhould not beſtow ſo great Arte 
vpon fo bale marter,he might behold(though halfe ob- 
(curcd wi.h the lefler trees) aliue Arch , which mcn 
might imaginca dootc,yct ſuch adooreas would (carſe 
giuccntrancetoa Pigmy withour flooping ſo cunning- 
ly cut through the middes of the thicket , thatit gave 
the cyc abtde morcliberall paſſage into the bowels of 
that night-lke darkcneſle, T he Prince wondring at his 


imaginations , which preſcnted him with nothing but 
ima gl. 
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imaginaric wonders might ar laſt perceiue come cree- 
ping vpon his hands and knees through thar lictle Arch = 
a moſt decrecped and aged old man, who with the help 
| of his Crutch (the onely companion of his weakeneſle) 
f rayſing himſclte from the ,he diſcoucred the 0n- 

ly Monument of Nature, Time, and mans weakneſle 3 
his bald-hcad circled with a few milk-whitc haires, and 
his long gray bcard girdling his withered checkes,, loo- 
ked bke the flakes ot ſnow vppon the Alpes, or Pyrenc- 
ans ; his bollow cyes hid in red cabaners, neuer weary 
of weeping for their yourbes wantonneſſe, looked like 
ewo decayed Lampes,whole Oyle was conſumed; next 
bis skin he wore hairc-cloath for repentance, and vpon 
it a gray gowne for warmth , whuch maincaining life, 
made more large his reperance. At his girdle his Beads, 
in his hand a Book, whole lcaues were worne with ot- 
ten turning,and (ullicd with the tcarcs of his true con- 
trition, Thus bcing come forth toſucke vp the ayre of 
this wholeſome place, ſitting downe vpon a ncighbour 
banke vntothe groue, and hitting his cycs to heauen, 
the Prince might bcare him deliver thele or ſuche like 
ſpeeches. 

O Ambition, thou neighbour vnto Kings compa» 
nion with greatncs3 why doſt thou bewitch vs with ſo- 
cicrie, yet giucſt the firſt taſte of ſolitarineſle? why ſeckeſt 
thou to be alone, yer viurpeſt on many kingdomes ? O 
1tisnotthy dictie oucr vs, but the ſi.kenes of our ſoules 
within vs, which Reaſon and W iſedome muſt curegcls 
canno place or diſtance recoucr : thou Loſt preſcne the 
ſhapcoflonclineilero make vs alone miſerablc, But reſt 
with thine vnreſt in the boſome of greatnelic, whileſt I 
ſalute thee my true SARI 2 which makeſt Con- 
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tenc depend ypon our (ciucs.ahd vnicit the knors which 
bindes vs vnto others, gaining vnto men this triumph, 
that in liuing folicarily men live at caſe, thou which c- 
ucr preſents vito our mindes the /dzes of Veriue, 
whoſe well ordeted goucrnment fers 1n ordcr all difor- 
dered imaginations, containing mans (clte 11 himſclte, 
withour the alviſtance or hclpe of forrciac focictic brin- 

ing vnto mans knowledge all truc telicuie, which 
eatoycd(according to the meaſure of vndceſtanding) 
reſts in himlcite latistycd without further ambition of 
long life or vaine-glorie; Loe (lacred Pan) this 1s niy 
r-uc and pure Phyloſophis , which infpired by thy 
Go.y-h:adc makcs blifſc-tull my folrarineile. And here 
he pauſed as it bis breath had enuycd his vitcrance, or 
his hearc beene greeued, that he ſhould throwe into the 
ayre the Heaucn of hcr cogitatio!s , at which the 
Priace aryling vp, ſecing there was no hope of tut- 
thee meditation, and purting off his Helmet that the 


. Cheeretulacſſcot his tace might bamulh the terrorot lus 
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armour; with a maicſtic full of bcauuous louc, and louce 


ly curteſic , hce taluted the olde man , wiſhing him 
thofc happic hower» which might make age molt hap- 
pic,and that life , which corhole yeares might nenher 
bee tedious, nor loathlome,, Deliring him therewith- 
all Rcſt co ler bim knowe the condition of the loyle 
whercin hee uowe was , next the ſtate. of his olde age, 
and ſolitarye abydiag *: laſtly, what aduentures were 
vaachicucd , which gvght bring honour to-the ver» 
uous, 

Excellent ſonne (aide the olde man) ſor I dare not 
call cthce Pyrophylus , leaſt in denying thy name thou 
giue mccaulc ro luſpeRthy vertue , knowe this _ 
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k 'whereon thou treadeſt, is apart of Theſſalia , one of 
| the moſt fruittulleſt, and dcleableſt Prouinces in all 
Greece , this Mountaine is called Ofs, yond Riuer 
Penaws, which glyding with gentle pace, ewixt it and 
| Olympus watereth and beautitycth the onely excellenc 
worke of Naturc, and Garden olthe worlde the Theſ- 
ſalian Tempe, for my (clic I am called Eugenio, whom 
Nintie nine Winters hath Froſt-nypt , and diſtempe- 
red, and as manic Sommers hath Sunne-burnt and in- 
flamed; I hauc ſcene the change of many Kings, avpd . 
many alterations in Religion : Men call me Prophet, 
bur I profeſſe my ſelte oncly a Pricſt vato the greate 
God Pan, whole Chappell ſtandes within this groauc, 
and on whoſe Altar I dayly -burne the ſacrifice of the 
righteous; As for aduentures in this place, thoughthere 
bee none lo worthie as may by due make challenge to 
thy vertue, yet bee there ſome ſo vertuous as pleaſe 
thee to approoue , will adde much to thine infaite 
goodnellc, 
The Prince hcaring himſelfe called by his owne 
name , in a place where cuer till that time hee had 
| beene an vicer Straunger,and with all vnderſtanding, 
howeneare hee was vatothe Paradiſe of all delights, 
the Theſalian Tempe, the report whereof had in for- 
mer ty me ſo inchaunted his carcs,that his heart could 
hauc no quict , till his cycs might bee made the 
Iudges. of tuch notable pcrt:Qions , but abouec all 
. and whych in him had a Supctlatue goucrnement, 
exceeding all ( the promile of ſome vertuous 
aduenture ) grewe ſo much ſurpriſcd with amaze- 
ment , and that amazement ſ{cconded with ſuch 
an vnrcliſtable Deſire , that perſwading h.mlclte

ſoinfinitely defired;with a moſt humble curteſic migh- 
tily remarkablc in ſuch an heroycall ſpirit,raking the old 
man by the hand, ſaid. | 

Moſt holy Pricſt,and Jiuine father of contemplation, 
1n wholc breaſt the hcaucus hauc lock vp che treaſure 
of their counſlailcs: vouchſlate, | befcech thee.(vato me a 
man) to diſcharge thoſe kuowledges, which may con- 
ccrne the honour I proſcſse , or the reliefe of any inno-+ 
cent creature diſtreſsed; and I proteſt that all-be the life 
I bauc loſt bring mine owne lite, lodged inthe boſome 
ofone by much many decrees dearcr then my brea- 
thing,callcs mc to an howerly queſt ofmine onely beio- 
ucd;yct for vertues lake (father) which hath cuer beene 
my Goddc(sc,and for your owne ſake, whom I finde to 
be Vertucs admirer, I will no: ſpare atiy time or danger 
ro accompliſh what thy reuereuce ſhall chinke meete for 
mine vadertaking, 

The olde man replied; ſonne ſic downe by me vpon 
this greenebai:ke , and I will tell thee aſtoric of much 
cruelcic , morc'1nconſtaocice, but moſt almighue Jouc; 
wherein if thou ſhalt heare any thing to pricue thee, 
with Demecretes laugh at the worlds vatiicy:it any thing 
to maketheedmile,, weepe with Herelytws, that loue 
ſhould make Reaſon fool:ſh:what cuer thou heareſt,ap- 
plicto this preſent age, and lay the world 1s old, 8 mult 
nceds goe vpon Cru:ches VV uhthat the Prince fitting 
downe , andlocking his attentiue eares vnto the olde 
mans ſpeech, Ewgenio thus began. 

This Countrey of Theſzh14,amongſt all his neighbor 


Kingdomes , was cucr hcid in fiagulat-account, as well

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for the ſtately ſcituatioo, fruitful ſoyle,& faire buildings, * 


as for the noble inclinaris of the people, who hated dilo- 
bedieuce asthe image ofa barbarous nature, 8 ambitis 
as an engine to ouerthrowthe Towers of gre: t ones; bur 


above all, her honour hath of late beene cſpecially ad- 


uaunced through this miraclcof Timeand Nature: this 
excellent compoſition ot ail terreſtriall perteQions , [ 

mcan this moſt famous Tcmpe,whicl being but a ſmall 

plot of ground in compariſon ofthe great kiingdome of 
Arcadia,darcs yet to make boaſt ot her Shepheards', of 
her flowcrs,and of her ſhecpes reuenewes. This Tempe 

was at fuſt called Natures Eden,becaule in itwas no pate 

of mans workmanſhip ; yet the worke in Arte more 

ſtrigethe the Artor work of micould correQtithe trees - 
did not oucrgrow one another, but ſecmed ineuen pro» 
portions to delight 1n cach others cucnneſle: the lowers 
did not ſtr1ue which ſhould be ſupreme in {melling, bur 
comunicating their odours, were contentto make one 
1ntyre (weete ſauour 3 the beddes whereon the flowers 
grew,diſdained notthe graſsic Allies , but lending 10 
them their luſtre, made thewalkes more pleaſant : the 
taireryucr Penaws would at no time oucrflow his bapkes 
ro drowne their beauties, but withgentle (wellings waſh 
themlike a deawie morning * the 1prings did norchal- 
lengethe riucr, becauſe his water was notas theirs, ſo 
wholeſome , but paying thcir tribute into his boſom, 
made him ableto beare ſhippes ot burthen; the hoilſes 
werenat angrie that there were Arbors for pleaſure, bur 
ſhadowing the vuder their hie cookes, did fategard them 
from cempgſts?what ſhall I lay, Tempe wanted nothing 
that could make ut fare, yet all that ir poſſeſſed made it 
but moſt beaunifull, in-ſo-much that the moſt famous 
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an1 eucr to bee admyred Prince Muſidorss , after his 


rerourne fouth of Arcadia into his Thefalis with his 
Pamels, in remcmbrance ot his Shcpheards life, and 1a 
honour of that lite; in which he had got the honour of 
his conccntmer,taking a curious lurucy both of Tempe 
andall her beſt beautycs, hee immediatlye builchimtelte 
a moſte curious houſe, cucn in the midſt thercot, 
where wanting nothiog that might breede delight, 
hee found the exceſle thereof did breede lometumes 
a loathing of pleaſure , ncare vnto his owne houſe, 
and round about. the bordering skirts of this Tempe, 
hee buile manye prettye and conucnient cottages 3 
in which hce placed certaine Shepheardes whole well 
tempered myades ( finding the ambition of beccr 
aduaunced people,ſmallye auayle tothe attaincment . 
of true fclicitye) are the onclyc ſchools to teach their 
torrayne Neighbours, that their induſttye and pro- 
uidence neyther giueth hope of diſturbance, nor 
example of generall or priuace quazrell : inzo this place 
he would ſeriouſly retire himſcite inthe voide time of 
his progreſſe, as inuch to renewe bis remembrance 
with his paſt knowlcdges as to better his inſtane 
knowledge with newe matter worthyc of moſte cx- 
ccl!lcat remembrance, fo exceeding wittye were the 
$hephcardes by him there placed , and fo much cx- 
cell:ncyc did his preſence adminiſter to them which 
were bur ſimplye witted 3 neare vato his owne 
houſe , hee buyle a fayre and ſumptuous Temple 
Cereular an{ in forme otthe auncient Tewes Sinagogue 
the outtt Je of marble , containing fiftic Arches, cucryq 
Archadore, cach dotc ſcaucn windowes , cach win- 
dow {caucn Pyllaſtersof let, and porpherye, each pil- 
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lL:ſter,ſcauch 1mages otthe Saints, Sages, and worthues 
ofpaſtages. T his Templc hee dedicated to the greate 
Goddetle-Diawes,and indowing ut with a Mecropolitan 
anthorkic,ſub:ccd not onely vntotholc lawes (which 
lawes are 1ngrauen in ccrraine Pillars of Copper and 
Marble,adioyaing to the Temple and other places) the 
R. fidents, homeborne, and ſtraungers i that prou:nce, 
but cucn himlclte his crowne and lucceſsion3 Jathis 
place, and in this rurall companye, hee trooke a more 
then moſt contented delightythey ſecking by Eglogues, 
paſtoralles,ſhcphcardly contenuons,and othier ſports of 
witteand courage , as running, lcaping , wraſtlinge, 
throwing the Darte , the Stone, and the Maſlyc axcl- 
uce toingrafte in his ſetled Iudgement alctled conni- 
muance ot thoſe harmles commendations. Thus cen- 
tinuing the happy daies ofthis more happy King,death 
comming tochallevge his fubic oature,& taking from 
the cyc ofthe world, whatihe worlds eyc moſte dearcly 
cltccmed, (I mcancthis renowned Mu/idorss) hee lete 
bchindchim as the onely heyce of his Kingdome and. 
perfcAtions,the alonc incomperable Aeſidors , natures 
wonder : the Muſes ſubic, and the Bgeoke of Beau- 
tyc? the day otdelight: the life of loue: and the Jewell 
ot etcrnitye. Bur ſhe ro whome the ſtrangenes of gricfe 
made the cull ſhape thcrreot by many degrees much 
more ouglye , tooke ſuch an incurable ſurtait through 
her impaticnce,that cſteeming no commaundem@(the 
Fatcs hauing taken away her oncly commaunder)lhee. 
_ herlclte clercly (rom the commaundement boih of 

er owne and other paſsions, and by noperſwalion 
would cyther take care tor the common wealth (to her

inthe Crowne, without which the great man imagines 
there can bee no true felicitiez for which crrour, when 
the Sages of her Kingdome had with an humble chy- 
ding ſhcwed her the faults of her wil, & the office of her 
calling, in che one, painting che cftcQs of her weak- 
neſſe; in the other,the leale which muſt aduaunce her to 
cternal| happineſlc; ſhe with a ſad rcfolution made them 
this anfwere. | 

I know my Lords (as ſound men doe) the eftets of 
Phylſicke,but cannot digeſt taſte of the potions: I know 
mine cuill, bur my paſs1on ouct-rules me; therefore I 
belcech you,be ſuffering as my (ele will be pati:ar, giue 
methename, take vpon youthe nature of mine office; 
rule you my Kingdome,lct mc only rule my thoughts: 
deale you1 with realonable men, whilett I deale with va- 
ccaſanable paſcions : for I proteſt I will intermeddle 


 withno ſubic bur the ſubic of my lorrowes, To 


what cnd (faire Princc)ſhall I wade further inco the La» 


| boriath of her woc*? tuffice it me thus to ſay , the ver- 


ruous Melidora,retcrring the gouernment of her king. 
dome to a well choſea Senate, and betaking her (clte 
with a conuenicnt retinuc of Ladics and attendants,in» 
ro this delicate Temp: ,'1ath cucr linceher fathers death 
lucd Nymph-like, cxcrciſing hunting, throwing the 
Darc,running, and ſuch Goddcſle-like pleaſures, wher- 
in ſhe doth fo farre excecde all poſsible imaginations, 
chat if Cephalus him-ſclfe were yer huing,hee would bee. 
come a ſuter for her knowledge : Into this Tempe is 
prohibited by an eſpeciall Edi vppon paine of death, 
the approach or arriuall of any Prince, Noble-man,, or 
other of Citicqualitie; the innocencie of the place dc- 


firing no commercement, bur with innocent ctcatures, 
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except only at that time when the yong Princes of Del- 
phoscamerooffer to Fpolls their nine yeares Sacrifice, 
[ntothis place not long ſithence , there is comea yong 
Shephcard,whole name is Thir/is, borne(as he ſaich) in 
Pelagonia, and recommended thither by cſpeciall Let- 
rers trom diuers of the ancicat Shepheards of Arcadia, 
who hauing Wit the contriucr,8 Moacy the mcanes 
which onely in this age doth aduarceforrunes , falling 
into acquaintance with a filly block-headed ſwaine cal- 
led Corriden (one who made folly his beſt wiſdome,and 
exireame ignarance the depthot his beſt knowledge) 
hathpurchalcd tr»m him, both his flocke, andthe privi- 
ledges belonging to his flockes keeping, T his Coridew 
becomming now a ſervant vnto Thyrſis, who to attaine 
the pleaſures of the ſoyle, would not haue diſdained to 
haue called him maiſter, : All-be I may iuſtly ſay with» 
out the teare of reprehenſion , this Thrrſts hath ſhewed 
himſelte ſo excellently cndewed with allthe admirable 
 Partes of perfection, that he may worthily bee tearmed P 
che miracle of this age he liucs in; his youth being 1n the 
May time ot his flouriſh , exceeded with a moſt excee- 
ding bcautic,which beautic rauiſhing allcycs,was bette- 
red by vertue that did altowiſh hearts; his wdgements 
tempered with much knowledge, his knowledge cou- 
pled roa demure (ileiice3 what ſhall I ſay , ſocxcellent 
were his good parts, that hee wanne loue in his compa= 
nions, and admire in ſtrangers, eucric one 1nyrating his 
ations for their prayles,ard allcaging his words as their 
beſt authorities. But as weſce the Curtaine otthe mght 
takes from our cyes the glory ofthe day,ycr is the dayes 
returneno lcllſe beautifull 3 fo a Jutle Melancholie 
drawne on by a mightic loue diſtempering his loule,

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brought him tothe vic ofmuch ſolitarineſſe , which ſo- 
- hrarineſſclike a flie encmic, ſeekingto ſcale the minde 
from the bodice, cloathing himſclfe in the roabes of ver- 

tuc and divine contemplation , ſo impriſoned Ther/is 
vadcr the arreſt of his paſbions,that in the eade hee be- 
gant toriake all companic ; ſports hee contemned, pas» 
{toralles he negleRed; his profites wayned,his flock wa= 
ſed, aud himſclfc conſumed ; which being by all his 
neighoours with much pittic noted, was by many of his 
beſt wiſhers infinitely lamented, eſpecially by a famous 
Forreltcr thereby ,named?Siluagio, whole better profeſs 
{ion brought hum co a bercer tecling of the mindes in« 
firmutycs, and whoſe beſt loue being by aſtrong bonde 
of not to bee cancelled taithtyced vnto Thirſis and his 
'vcrtucs, Called him now toorth to ſceke ſome cure for 
his friends maladie,where-vpon ranging vp and downe 
chrough cucric Deſart , by path and vnafrequentcd hat- 
bour, he might at laſt bcholde the moſt penſtue Shep- 
heard lying vader the proteQtion of an olde withered 
Oakc, whole aged armes being the witneſſes of his in- 
tollerable woes, ſeemed ro be more o)de through his 
lamenungs, which lamennngs madecuen the ayre in 
tcares to lament for companie, After Seuagio had well 
vadertaken the ſight of the ſad Shephcard,hus cies com- 
maunding his teereroſtay, leaſt the ſodainnefle of his 
approach might bec ſtayned with an vnfricndly vwel- 
' come 3 yet with great priuacic, drawing ſo ncate, that 
his cares might be copateners of the wordes which the 
louing Shepheard deliucred, after ſomelittle pawſchee 
might heare him yato his Pype fingthis Sonnet fol- 


lowing, 
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Nuaine my wittes you labouy to excuſe, 
The vgly torments of my care-ſlaime minde, 
Acedging Reaſons Reaſon to abuſe, 
Sence made by loxe a ſlave by paſcion blinde:, 
O wit that deft to appite appeare, 
Like Princes flatterers ſmooth and delecate, 
Keeping an open paſſage to that eare, 
IWhereto thy Mermaids ſongs are dedicate;

vatothe Shepheard, and folding bit in his a..acs, af 
ter life had got alitcle vpper hande ofpafsion, he fpake 
thus vato him.

whcrin if my counſell cannot amend, yet ſhall nor mine 
endcuours end,til | cndeuour to cnd thy misfortune, 
Hee grieues not Siluagio (laid Thirſir) that can tell 
howe much hee gricueth, for heauic cares fic beauye 
on the ſoulc,they be but light ſhadowes , which leape 
from the tongues vecererance : yetif itpleaſe thee to fit

Atluch time Siluagio as cuery Budde beganto make 
his tenderleafe appeare vppon the earth, and that cuery 
wooddy 2 verrittcr skipping from bough to _— 
chaunted tayre welcomes ro the Springes hiſt 
comming, my lelfe lying vnder the ſhadowe of a pretty 
buſh, tuning my Pype to the delicacye oftheir {(weete 
10tes, made in my conceiteſo harmonious aconſore 
berwixt Arceand Nature, that the poore fools 1n their 
eontznement ſeemed to play and daunce about me. In 
the miſt of this ſportive merrymenc, like a nimble Roe, 
camethe fayre Milidors ripping by 3 her hayrcin moſt 
toucly quanticy,banging about her ſhoulders,which the 
windes being in :zouc withal, moſt (weetely kiſſing, nor 
rudely.ſtirrinp, ſeemed in their gentile motion to qui- 
uct like the Alpen leaues;as I perceiued ſhee came for 
counſaileto a holy Fountaine bard by , ro tyc them all 
VP againe in a well ordered proportion: which doone,. 
ſhecalt a vaile of filucr ouer the rich-Mine of that gol-- 
den treaſure, and bordering that vaile with a Corro- 


net ofall the flowers that euec Mother-nature could 
| | bs.” boaſt. 
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boaſt of,for eyther ſmcll or colour, ſhee ſeemel in mine 
eye much braucr,and more ſumptuouſly adorned then 
eyther Junoes Byrde,or the ſtatuc of Yenws: O how mc 
thought the Sunne did ſtoppe, ,ſtand ſtill, admyre,and 
gazing , ſcemed cuer deſirous to gaze vppon her : the 
ſtacely Trees bow'd their tall heades to honour her 
that gaue an honour both to the beauecnly [and carthly 
mann ; her >caurye me thought was the ſpring time 
to our ;Ficldes , the comforte to our Flockes, and the 
oncly foode to the foules ot men liuing. Bur whilſt in 
the gloriouſncſſe of this crernall glory, ſheetrac'd abour 
the banke of the fountaine , viewing her face inthe 


| chriſtallwater ; mec thought I ſaweabluſb like light- 


ning, breake from the skye of her conutenance, and ſhe 
ſmil'd to ſee how the beautye of her taceſtaynd all the 0- 
ther beautyes with which ſhe was adorned, whereby ſhe 
g__ to ſay thus within her (elfe; Alas I ſticke not 

cſe flawers about me to adorne my beamy,but to dil- 
mu their owne glories, wheneuery creature ſhall be- 

olde how exceedingly I exceedethem3 Burt (ee 
alas Siluagio whilſt chusmy labouring imagination pre» 
ſented thele deliphtes ro my deliring foule, the moſte 


- excellent Princeile rourning about. ber tayre quicke 


eyc.(Ocyes to whome all cycs are homagers) ſpyde 
the buſh to moouc whercin I was ſo lafcly coutch- 
ed; whereat as miſtruſting treaſon to her perlon , ſhee 
flung downe her flowers , and like the light winds 
which ſcorne * to preſſe the graſle intheis motion, 
flcdde from my preſence, becing the lighteſt Nimph 
on footc that cucr was bchelde by eye or by ima- 
rom 3 And heere with a big-(welling ighghe ſtayed 
om further ſpeaking , till Si/#agio anew reviving his 
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remembrance , dcured him to proceede and ſhowe 
what ctkQcs {p1ang trom the cauſe of this cmterviewe: 
This, this ( quoth Thirſis ) I mſtantlyc felt a boyling 
Spring arile in my heart , which witha bubling mur- 
mure , making his paſſage through cucry Veiac and 
Artery of my bodyc, like the ſhallow e ſtreame which 


| breakes his way throug h ihe pibble ſtones, incited mee 


with,a new dckue to follow her, but being witk-acld by 
Obcdicnce, I was content to perriſh with Loucs: Bur 
(laid. Silwagio ) did you ncucr lee her fince? yes, yes, 
(qd. Thirfs ) :a Damſon tyinc when it pleaſed ber a- 
mongſt the Nymphcs and Shepheards to gather the 
carely fruice of the Sommers rypening, ſhe commaun- 
dcd me to mounte vp ititothe Trees, and toſhake the 
plumbes downe into hcr.lappe: O how I did enuy the 
{caccleſle fruites bappineſſe to ſee nt falland ſporte vpon 
that bolome, where euen Gods and Angels might haue 
beene proude to haue repoled 3 yerdid this fauonr fo 
intich my fortune, and my. ſcruiccableneſie drawe on 
the fauour of further ſeruice , that when. it pleaſed 
this Princeſſe ( or rather -Goddeſſe) at anye time for 
her delight to goe-angle in the leſſer brookes, onelye 
I was commauindcd to prouide the bayres, I onely had 
the charge of her hooke , of her line and her angle; how 
oft I kiſt .uc Cane,. becauſc her hand intouching had 
kiſt it , how oft I imbraſte the lyac that had beene 
wantonlye intangled about her , howof in my dc- 
liverye 1 ſtole the touch of, her prerrye fingers , 
Judge Loue, Iudge Loucrs, iudge all that arc bc» 
loucd!. O God yer methinkes I ſee with what delighe 
the ſilly fiſh would glaunceat Aſelideres beauty through 
the glalsic ſtreame, whilſt decciu'd. with her bayte

 Thefirſtpart of the firſt Booke 
ſhe had ſtrooke them all with her hooke, onely the laſt 
mibled folong about the line, that when the Princeſſc 
thoughtto pull her pray to the ſhoare , the murde- 
ring hooke irſclte was taken quitc awayzat which ſighe 
my paſsion quickning my blood, and my blood reui- 
uing the ſpirric of my wordes: I conld not forbearc 
to ſay, behold thou all-conquering Empretle of mens

Sparkes of difplealure (ſayde Thir- 
ſis) fl2w with ſuch a dildaine from hcr eyes ,” that I was 
cuen Pheton-like thunder-(trooke from the Charriot 
of minc ambition,whillt caſting her loucly countenance 
tothe humble carth, and knocking her filuer chinne a» 
gainſt her Tuorye bolome,, with a ſilence that ſpake as 
much as could be vaderſtood by Anger, threwe downe 
her angle,& departed from my preſence, her departure 
telling mee that the ending ot her ſportes ſhould bee the 
continuance of mine affliction ; 
. Canſtthounot (ſaid Slurgro)by neg/efting ber,faſh- 
10n thine cyc tofinde ſome otheroubject? How _ I

ſelfe > By forgetting her remembrance (fayde Silus- 
gi9.)Sheeis my remembrance (anſwered Thirſss) and 
will not bee forgotte whilſt I retayne my memoryc. 
Then ſus againe (fayde Siluagro ) thy teares may cx- 
torte ſome pittye; I darenot (cryde Thirſis ) leaſt I 
oftend hcr patience : Why tcll mee {fayde Siluwagio) 
what if ſhee were within this - Forreſt begyre wich 
Tygers, Lyons, ot with Sauage Beaſtes? I durſt 
(quoth Thirſis )attempt-her in ſuch a caſe , becauſe 
1t were a reſcue for the pretious Tewell - of her lite 3 
W hat (fayde Siluagio) it thou ſawſt her taken by 
Theeues, by Satyrs , of by wilde Sauadges? VW hy 
(quoth "Thirſis ) | durſt charge-an"Armye to relieuc 
hethonour:-VW hat Rocke ſo ſtcepe that for her ſake I 
would not climbe 2 What Flood fo deepe that fot 
her I would not founde? VV hat flame would I not 
indure ? What froſt woulJ not ſuffer ? nay, what 
Hell would I not ranſacke with Hercules, ſotbar the 
end of my labour might but bring my loue within 
the looke of entcreainement ? Belceue mee (laid S1l- 
wagio ) ſhee were Flyneitelte, if ſhee heard thee, and 
did not yeelde thee the fauour of her countenance : 
but come , aryſe my Thir/is, and caſt offthis ſorrow 
being no attrybute to Vertuc , but rather the Tytle 
of malignitye, beeing euecr an hurttull foolſh quality, 
full of baſe thoughts and cowardize.

T he firſt part of the firſt Boake 
well able todeclalme of cueric facultic in our paſsions,[ 
am content both © attendee thee , and lend thee mine 
attention, ſo that in thy di{courſe rhou exceed nor the 
limirs ofmodcſtic, by ſp-aking againſt Joue, (co whom 
I am allaue,)nor againſt beautic ( to whole perteQions 
I am an ercroall inthialled pryſoner .) And withthat 
Thir/is ariſing from the ground, walked along, with S- 
ago, hoping cre long to finde ſome occation which 
might. occaſion him to retyre to his former ſolitati- 
nellc : and 10 their walking, Siluagio began thus to dil- 
courſ: ynto hin. 
Otall the exccllent humors,wherewich che minde of | 
'  mandoth commeice, or find it (clfe buſicy (my Therſs5) 
there is none cither more hor,morc ſharpe,or more tull 
of prayſc-worthic ation , then this of loue: which 
howe cucr more colder capacities ſhall inurle Aguc- 
like vaccreaine oblcruing fiites andeimes , without 
her modcſt ſtaycdnelle, or conſtant perfcucrance ,. 
yetin the well ſetled iudgementot the vertuous , it 1s 
found a generall fame of an cquall compoſure,conſtant, 
 andfirme, ſmooth and (weete , not railing delires be- 
q yond the Moone, nor purſuing Tantalwe truic, which 
| lycth vs in tollowing,neither doth it when willes are v- 
| nited and married togither (as mcn ſupp6ſc) mourne 
and conſume , asif cndivg in cnioying , but caioyeth 
according to the excellcncic of che delire that holds 
it, rerayning a fpiriruall reſidence in a minde made 
pure with long vic and cuſtoine, excclling all ocher 
aftcQions and palsions of the minde, like a molt excel- 
lent pifture that is bordered avout with Anuke Bol- 
cage,or Crotesko works of light cſtimation. This louc 
4s not the moſt truitleſlcſt and balc of all Paſgons , as 
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being begot by Deſire 1nd Sleath , as working vppon 
weake bearts and frenzics , as onely accompanying 
mutinous paſsions,and diſcomfortable iclouſics ; and in 
the ende aſpyreth to a minuresDelight,which is vſherd 
with much paine, and followed by an ctcrnall future re- 

pentance: No, no, my Thir/zs, true louc , and true lo« 
ucrs doc mingle and confound themſclues ſoincach o- 
ther, witha generall mixture, tharthey out-weare and 
loole the port or gate of their firſt entrance,Resſow being 
takenaway,anda more excellent andmore fatall power 
made Miſtrcſle of that neucr to be vnticd vnion: theſe 
paſsions which they feigne to be his conſorts,, arc fick- 
ncſſcs of the minde,which cavying loues exquiſicneſle, 
ſecke with their poylſons ro coafound his beauties , bur 
in the endc, like cloudes berwixt the Sunne and our cic- 
fights,doc but darken loue,that when loue breakes our, 
it may be moreteſplendanr. | | 

| As Silwagio was thus going on, and diſcourſing.pray- 
ſing louc with diſprayſcs , Thir//s whole minve was 
bulyed about much higher thoughts , woulde ſuffer 
his earcs to retayne nothing, ſauc onclye the ſounde 
of his ſpceches , wull in the ende hitting vppe their 
headcs , they might eſpic the onely Paragon of this 
worldes knowledge the cxccllent Melidora, ſomcwhar 
a farre off, comming in the (clfe ſame path in which 
them-ſelues walked', in ſo much that except they 
reryred,, they muſt perforce mecte her eye to cyc, and 
vilage to viſage . Shce was Nympt-like cloathed in 
ſundric coloured filkes, which beiny placed one vppon 
another were of an cquall diſtance , oue ſhoucr then 
another , the in-molit being longeſt , as brauing of 


- his moſt inwaxde aud familiar acquaiutance , yet all

of them ioyning their beauryes together , made 
round about her an arteficiall Rayne-Lowe , her 
hayre becing wound vp in a lace of golde, was in- 
tcrmingled with manye Flowers 3 all which beauties 
as if they had beene too glorious for heauca , orto 
rich (or carth, were ſhadow-:d and ail oucr-caſt with 
a large yaile of white Cyprelle. 

In this forte ſhce was returning from the Temple 
of Diana, that day becing the great Saboath dedica- 


tcd tothe Goddeſse, whereby the auncicnt ordinan- 


ces and edidtes of that place, all the Nimphes are to 
make thcir pcrſonall appcarance, and ro offer ſolemne 
ſacrifice , and other private ceremonyes ro the 
-2ucene of Chaſtityc, becing all vaylde from the 
iudyciall cenſure of the eyc-{ight, leaſt che miſpriſion 
of a bluſh, or the attaindure ot a pale looke ſhoulde 
gine occalion to a wanton thought - to mildecme 

1anocence, | 
In this Temple vppon this day, if there bee found 
therein or after knowledge bring to light that there 
might haue becne found therein anye man or creature 
of the Male kinde, itispreſent death without appealc 
or juſtification. - 1 this ſorte like the glorious Sunne 
in his noone-tyde progreſle, came ſhe tracing along the 
vallyes,her pretty toote ſcarce prelsing downe thy flow- 
et that ittroade vppon. But Thir/es cycs,which long be- 
fore had taken a full draught other beautic, being now 
lightning,ſtrooke with the beames of herpreſence, wan- 
ting power to retire, his ſoule being retired from al pow 
erto comand his intendments; amazedly ſtood ſtil with 
fixte eyes, ſwolne heart, (ad thoughts, ſtiffe ioyntes,and 
all che terrors that could accompanye Loucin his 
SEE ot Es 2, deſperate 
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deſperate eſtate 3till Silwagio whoſe vnrefined ſpirit did 
more wonder then retaine the remembrance of what 
he wondered ar, awakning Thirſ/sintranced loule ,with 
carneſt perſwaſions,dclired him once more to incgun- 
ter the Goddefſle of his fortunes , alledging that ſtale 


hope which is cucer moſt hopleſſe;that ſhe was a woman 


and there was no impoltbilities. Bur Therfis who ha- 
uing once ſcene Diſdaine, carried cucr after his remem- 
brancein his bolome,like an affrighted child, that hides 
his head whea the nurſc-ralkes of a Bugge-beare,would - 
taine have gone aſide from his ſorrow, telling Sinagio it 
was but labour loſt, ſich;both her greatneſſe, vertue,and 
chaſt thoughts, were in this confli his mortall cne- 
mies. But Silwagio,taking vpon him the power of Reaſon 
toouerthrow Paſſid, with a friedly vpbraiding of Thir/is 
timerouſnelſle, by no meancs would be withſtoode, bur 
would force pertorce, enforce him to meere the Prin- 
celle, ſaying + who darcs not aducnture, can neuer at- 
raine; neither he which will not hazard vpon peril, ſhall 
hauc the honour of perils onerthrow;therefore aduarce 
thy falne thoughts (my Thirſis)and pleade their humble 
ſcruiccableneſle whileſt I wuh-drawe my {cltc iato this 
groauc,and pray for thy ſucceding fortunes: At this ,Se- 
#.1gio wichdrawing himlelte apart , yer not (o farre bur ' 
that his cares might haue part of their couference, the 


noble Princeſlc Keeping her dire courſe , and being 


come cucn almoſt to the place where the louec-thralld 
Shepheard ſtoode, the poore Swaine moſt humbly tal- 
ling vpop his knees,gaue her this ſalutation, 

For cucr may the graſle be greene ( molt lacred 
Nimph)which thou treadeſt vpon,with thy more dain- 
tie feet, and may an eternall Spring flouriſh in thy walks,

as thinc immorrall Beaucic flouriſherh in the hearts and

 Tothis ſfalure , the Princeſle ina prettie ſilent bluſh, 
giuiog him a ſlcightthanks , offered co paſle by him,as 
carticd away with facte greater deſcignes ther-the note 
of his fauours. But the torlorne Shephcard, who before 
fearing ro offend, nowe hauing giuca offence , imagi- 
ning Iniuric and it to hauc both but one mcrite , ſtay» 
ing che Nymph by her ſacred garments, & binding his 
kaces ſtill Apprentices to the baſe carth,chus ſeconded 
his former ſpeech, after many teares and ſighcs incer- 
ruptions. : 

Thou onely Superlatiue of all thy ſexe, cuen for thy 
vertues lake flie notfrom thy (cruancs preſence, bur it it 
bepols!ble that the deſperate anguiſh of my lone , may 
raiſe any appearance of pirric 4n the all-ſauing Firma- 
ment of thy iweete,chaſte, and ſober coumenacge,cucn 
for the ho1out of thinc owne deare name, vato which 
all the hcarts of Kinges arecribucaric, ſende forth ſome 
ſparke to }1ghten my darke ſoule.O ſhunne menot I ſay, 
alas tis for the harmcleſle Lawbe to ſhunne the de- 
uouring VW oolfe; you aretoo fearctull (Ladic) O you 
arc fatre tootimerous, Iam your ſcruant, your val- 
ſaile,and che worke of your owne eyes making 3 alas I 
come not to ofter violece,bur to recceiue outrage, Deare 
Goddeſle ,cmpue thy 2uiucr, ſpend thy Shatts vppon 
my ſoulc, O ſticke them vp tothe feathers 1n my heare, 
tor wcll I cemembcr thou didd-ſt long {ince giue mee 
that incurable wound , which corſiuc like cating my 
hcarc,hath confounded my ſoule ; and Reaſon leaving 
nothing but thy pitrie co call me trom etcrnall boadage. 


O thou immorcall mirror where beauric findes out her

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beſt beauties, thou that artthe king]y ſeat of triumphane 
loue,daine that thy faire cycs which make the morning 
bluſh, which parch heauco,ſcorch carth, firethe woods, 
breakes the froſt, lowers the carth,and turncs the daike 
night tothe comfortable; day, O ler thoſe eyes which

Melidora with a bluſhing countenance , whoſe ro- 
ſie colour gaue a ſigne of heauenly anger ,,cycing the 
Shephcard with an appauling Mateſtic, demaunded of 
himithce were not that Thirſis,who comming burlate- 
ly uito theſe walks,had made thoſe curious haokes and 
baircs with which bcr-ſclte and the other Nymphes 
had fo oft takca ſo manic fiſh? He made her an{were, itt 
was hce ; ſhce demaunded againe, if it were not hethar 
had mgdethe cunous Nets , wherewith hinſclfe and 
the Shephcards had taken fo manic birdes > hee made 
her anſwere,tt was hee; why then ſaid Meliders , Shep- 
heard farewcll, I will no longe ſtay wich thee, leſt 1 bee 
Itkewiſctaken by thee; barks ſtaying her againc, ſaid; 
Excclleat Ladic,how can you be made captiue by your 
priſoner , or howe can your ſubic&alicr anye of your 
determinations; ala>(moſt excellent creature)you know 
my {cruice hath attended you inthe woods, 1n the Mc- 
dowes,o0n the Mountains,at the ſprings, at the rivers by 
day , by night, I atcuery {ilcnr ume, and yer hath my 
thoughts bin pure without the ſtaine of villanie : I ſaide 
Melidora, but when yong dcſires begin to ſting and bee 
inflamed,you giuc me caulc to fear the effetsof frenzic. 
I hope(ſaid Thir/is)by that to purchaſe my gloric, when 
you beholding nune anguiſh, ſhall admire my paticncc; 
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O but you may forget your ſclfe(faid Melidera) Ile near 
forger(faid Thirfis)to doc that which ſhal corent you; Ile 
neare attempt that which in my knowledge that offend 
you. [rake you at your worde ({aide Melidora) hence- 
forth I charge you that you forget to loue me; for there 
isnothing in the world can bring my minde better con- 
rentment; againe I charge you,thatyou tatrrie noloyger 
in my preſence, for nothing in the worlde is more offen- 
ſiucvntome. Madam (faide Thryſis) both your com- 
Mmaunds arc extreame3yct tothe firſt I muſt needs make 
an{were, I can neuer forget to loue you, becauſe all my 
thoughtes doc(and muſt cuer fo doc)liuc in you. Why 
({aid Melidora) will youloue mee in deſpightof me ? O 
no(ſaid Thir/is)nor 1n deſpight, though T cannot reryre; 
Wi ell(ſaid Melidora) if thy diſpoſition be as full of cur- 
teſie,as thy words are of cate, auoyde from mee , orlet 
me goc from thee; T hope (ſaid Thirfis) that Time, who 
is the worlds conquerour, will cyther conquer you, or 
conſume me, I humbly take my leauz. And with that ri- 


ſing trom the ground inſuch an hcauie perplexitic, that 


ſorrow was ncuer to bee ſcene in a more ſorrowtull ta- 
king,he departedirom hcr s and went , not reſpeCting 
where or whither, onely defirous to hide his heade in 
ſome dark Cauc, where none but Miſeric and he might 
liuc togither. 
Siluagiothat ſawe him thus depart hike a condemned 
man; and was a witneſle ofthe heauic ſenrence thar ſh:e 
his crucl Iud3e had pronounced, wondring that 1ntcr- 
pall furie ſhould be found in a heauenly bodie, and cur- 
fing nature that had placed a flintic heart ina ilken Ca- 
biner, followed his friend with infinite penſiucneſſe, as 


well topreuent the aduauntage Dyſpaire, he. ag

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gricfe,as to fortific that wounded hope which now was * 
cuen at his laſt breathing, But AMelidors, all-be he ex- 
cell&cic ofher owne diſpolition,could baue affoorded a 
more mildcr repulle, yet at this time her mind being ca» 
ricd away with ſuch an carneſt affcQtion, as may well be 
comprehended within the title of loue,would not ſuffer | 
her rongue to deliuer any other fauisfaftion. And this 
was the rcalon: 

There is a gallant yong Shephcard , who ſomechree 
yeare3agonc,hauing feared humſclte 1n Tempe, hath ly- 
ued there with much hbappincile,more admiration, bur 
roſt loue,his beauticinticing, his good diſpoſition con- 
ficming,and his vertue binding voto him, all thoſe with 
whom at any time he conucricd : His rurall profeſsion 
was bcautified with a Cittic-gouernment z his homely 
attyre had acourtly taſhion , and his plaineſt diſcourſes. 
were interlyned with wittic and tmhorrall cooſtrutions: 
his words were queictyhis behauiour ciuill,, and his de- 
ſires lofty, infomuch that he was called the courtly ſhep» 
heard, orthe noble Paſtor, exceeding all his fcllowe- 
Shepheards , excepting onely the moſt rare Thir/e, 
whom he could exccede in nothing but ig the blifſe of 
atfeQion. 2A | 

This worthie Swaine had long time before Thirſcs 
came tnto theſe parrs with his noble deſcignes , which 
promiſed moretIfen could be comprehended in a coun- 
trey fortunczbad fo won the heart of the excellcar Prin- 
cciic Melidera,that ſhee did not dildaine to call him her 
ſcruant , and with many graces did foadorne his bli(- 
fulneſſeghat his lotue fortuncs might well contend with | 
any Monarchs greatnefle , in-fo-much that loue,* who 
hadeuer lucd priſoner in her cyes , began to dart his 
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beawes into the Shepheards heart, and witha wanton 
recoyling, to.looke now: and then downe 1nto her bo- 
ſome, .making his dayly ſcruice the witoeſſe of his af- 
{uredlouec ; and her Fauour an Herauld co pronounce 
that by poſstbilitie ſhee might loue. Nowe it happened 
that chis day bceing the great Sabboth of Drans, the 
Princeſſe had promuſed her Shephcard Diatsſ/an (tor to 
was he namcd.) after the Rites aud Ceremonies were 
finiſhed, to mecte him in a moſt pleaſant Arbor , ſeated 
in a {clicate groauc, dedicated to the Goddeſic Chlors, 
to which none bur her ſelfe onely hadpriuate accelic, 
there ro diſcourſe vaco him the order , the pompe , and 
the manner of the Ceremonies , which were duc to che 
greate Gaddefle, and to that cnde ſhe was walkt foorth 
as beforc | have rehearſed : and becing noweentred 1n- 
tothe Arbor, finding her Shcphcard nor come, taking 
vp a Lute which lay ypon a bed of flowers hard by, to 
whoſc (weete ſound coupling her more (weeter voyce, 
fac ng ch1s Sonnce. |

Shc had ſcarce madean ende of her ſong, before the 
courtly Shephcard Diataſſan cn cd into the. groauc, 
bluſhing to ſec his abſence condemned of all neglige:ne 
errors by her prelence, humbly beſought her Maicſtic 10 


"pardon his ſlow-footed attcndicc,alledgiug the care of 


his tolde, the fearc of ſuſpeft , and many other prettic 
exculcs: but abouc all, he alledged the loile of a moſt 
dainty lambe, which hc had moſt curiouſly brought vp, 
and wherewith Melidora was much dclightcd to play, 
faying that morniug,the cruel wolfc had ſtolne it away, 
in-ſo-much that hee purſuing the chaſe, tooke the wolte 
at his pray,andthen had no remedie bur to kill him that 
had killed her play-fellow. Meiidoraſmiling,made him 
anſwer,that if ſhe had not ſoine conſtanttrials of his loy- 
altic,ſhe ſhould teare leſt forme violent milchance would 
eyther kill, or rake him from her ſeruice; but hee whole 
fcruent loue could indure no coldeſuſpition to prophe- 
fic his apoſtacic with more then an viuull carneſtacſie, 
beſought her not to make youbt ot his taithlulnes,vow- 
ing by Heauen, by Earth, by Louc, by the golden trea- 
lure ot his hopes,by all his comforts paſt,& by all his de- 
lights to come, and laſtly by her ſacred (elf, who was the 
vrcat volume which contained the cronicle of his tor- 
tunes, that no time,nochance,nochange,nor no admi- 
ration,ſhould rakefrom his name the utle of her certecnall 
Admircr, wiſhing ruine to his bodie,infamic to his 
name, and immortall death: to-his ſoule , when his 
pure thoughts ſhoulde bee blotted with the ſtaine 
of diſloyaltic ; and with that kiſsing . her hande,

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and ſhedding ſome reares thereon ; deſired her not to 
ſuſpehim rill ſhe was inwardly reſolued , abſolutely 
co kill him; which the promiſing co perform they fare 
downctogither vpon a flowric banke within the Ar- 
bour, whileſt Diatsfas calling ro remembrance her tor- 
mer promiſe, humbly beſought her to tell him the man- 
ner of Dianas ceremonies , what was the pompe , the 
ſhow,and the order of their ſacrifice: ro which ſhee thus 
anſwered. To tell thee(my Shepheard) at length with- 
our omiſs1on, all the ſtately proceedings due this day to 
our great Goddelle,neither could a Sommers day, nor 
W 1ncers nighe,out-laſt my diſcourſings: wherefore we 


will omit it till a more coucnicnt time tor ſuch an argu- 


met; onely one accidert as worthie note as love it ſelfe is 
worthy memorie,which fell out this day inthe Temple, 
I will impart vnto thee, and thus it was. 
Amongſtallthe Nymphs and Mayds , which this 
day made the Altars of the great Diana ſmoake with 
perfumed Sacrifice, ] ſpyde a virgin,who beſtirring her- 
{elfc like a buſic toyling Bee,excecded many of her co: - 
ſorrs in praying,in ſenſing, in ſacrificing,andin ſinging; 
by her geſtures I could not luſpe her knowledge, her 
garments | knew not, hcr face becauſe of ber. vaile I ſaw 
not,and for her ſpzech like the reſt, irwitnefſed vnto me 
that ſhe was a ſtranger. After her ſactifices were alcen- 
ded, ſh: for her more dwinne conteryplation, reryred

And as they were thus dilcourſing,a Page _— 
ing vatoth= Princ2ſlc, came to che Arbor & brought 
her wordethatal the Foreſters were attending her Ma- 
icſtic atthe Lodge to knowe in what parte of the forreſt 
ſhe intended the next Cay tolunt , that orderly prepata- 
tion might be made for her {portes? with that the Prin» 
cclſe aryling withſuch a geſture as did enuye the times 
ſwifcnes,ſherolde her ſhepheard ſhe muſt be gone, but he 
dcſiring leagcto attend her , ſhce carneſtly torbad him, 
laying che tutrer loue is the cottage hate,and ſo ſhee de» 
parred,oncly accompaincd with her Pageto her awne 
Caſtell. | 
As ſoone as the Princefle- was gone , Diataffan 
reuoluing in his minde vpon the aduenture ſhe reporced, 
grew into an amazed extaſic, Deſire % Wonder breeding 
10 his ſoule a thouſand Chymecras and ſtrange imagina- 
tions 3 one while feare appald him, leaſt dooing imurye 
to the Princeſſe,he might kill bis loue and Favour: then 
pn Deſire inflames him to bchoide her whole 
uc living vpon his name 1s derided by fortune. Ano= 
ther while Dowbt takes him priſoner , Reaſon denying 
the minde to haue ſuch inſubſtanciall apprehenſions;bur 
then Yonder, rclolues him,and bids him but looke in- 
tothe worke ofhis owne mindes creation : thus beeing 
cartrycd awhile with theſe variable thoughts , in the cad

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hee abſolutclye concludeth with himſclfe, that he 
will goc to Mineruas Spring, and inthe groauc ad- 
ioyning, ſhilter himſelte to try what cucot will if- 
ſue of the former paſſage Andſointheend hee did, 
where hawng reſted till the Sunnes departure made the 
night proclayme her gouernment, hee might bcholde 
fixc beautifull Nimphes with Golden Flagons in their 
handes, who commaning vnto Mineruas (pring , be- 
force they would dippe their veſſcls into the boly watcr, 
they 1n a moſte comely ordcr walkipy about the Foun 
taine,ſang this Canzoner.

After they had ſung this ſong, cucry one dipping her 
olden Flagon in the Fountaine; ater ſome little inter- 
courle of fpeech, whzrcin one gaue prayles ro the God= 
delle Minerya, another commended the vertues ot the 
water,and othcts the ordinances of thoſe Ceremonies: 
Jn the (clfe-ſame comely order as they came,they nowe 
began to returne. But Dijataſſan, who during all the time 
of their abode,had with a curious eye bchelde the hind- 
moſt Nymph ofthe traine, began to reade within the 


 faireſtorie of her beauties, many remembrances of thoſe 


ancient thoughts, which had long agoe inthe Mayden- 
time of his firſt loue) infiaitely lurpriſed him . Manye 
tymcs, his cycs tolde him they ſawe nothing bur that 
fight which they had moſt dearely loued. His thoughts 
tolde him they were 1nriched with no new cogitations, 
and his heart affirmed, that bur that Image there was 
none in ir perteAly cngrauen; to be plaine,ſheeſo much 
reſembled a worthy Nymph,whom in his firſt youth he 
had loued moſtfincerely, till iniurious Death had made 
a divorce berwixt their aftetions, that cuen now his re- 
uolting eyes began coward-like ro'yceld tothe aſlaulc 
of her beautie : and not content to yecld alone, did fo 
crſwade his heart , that hee couctous of new honour, 
ſubiced all that was in him to her obedience; Melidors 
was now in his minde but ke that piture which Zuxi 
"IM | deſired 
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deſired to ſee vnderthe painted ſheete, which was mear- 
ly nothing,as having no place or being all that he was, 
was but onely a ſcrole of this newaftetion: Andnow 
bcholding Aphelzia , both with ſlowe pace, and ſome 
ſleight exculcloiter behind the reſt of her felow nimphs, 
he diſcouered him-ſelfe , and with a gentle pace oucr- 
taking her,after his downce-Caft lookes, and ſome trem- 
bling wordes,had like a preface tolde her,his ralke muſt 
be all of loucztaking vp her hande, and giuing ita loue- 
ly kiſle,he t— of her if that hande were not the 
hand which did prodigally caſt inco lus fruitfull breaſt 
the faire ſeed of blooming tar:cie,whoſe ripe harueſt ſhal 
returnc her milions of gaines; or tell me faire Nymph 
(laid he)are nocthele glorious cics of yours,the war-like 
Cyradcls where all conquering loue fits as in his Em- 
pirecloathcd with therich ſpoyles of many kingly oucr- 
throwes, and for a tryumph hangs out his moſt beauti- 
ous colours? O God they are; & therefore let neuer any 
Shcphcard feare Jowes thunder-bolts, or intheir Carols 
advance the vnconquered {word of the God of warre, 
but let them all bee amazed with thy beautte, and with 
that amazcinent let them record the viftorics thou haſt 
obtained ofthe worlde,of louc , and of me thy leruant . 
Wi cl I remember that inthe Apuil of my yearcs, I haue - 
been-ſomtimes inticed amongſt mytellow Shepheards, 
to taſte the delights of youths inucntions,, and in thoſe 
dclights have delighted to approue the mindes of 1nany 
Matidens,yer neuec tillnow hauc fixt my conſtant nund 
of any; til I ſaw thee 1 ſawnotany that coulde content 
me, for wholcſake I have this day delperatcly aducn- 
turd my lite by comming dr{guiſcd into Din temple,

otthy (elte, to reſt cucr at my diſpoling,ſo that it ſhould 
be viterly vnlawfull for any but me to giue,to retaine,to 
keep, to change,or todiſpoſcany thing within the com- 
pallc of thine attetion, and thatal thy thoughts and ac- 
tions ſhould maiden-like give a modeſt and lincere at- 
rendance vpon my will , whnch (ith I fee thou doſt ct- 
feCtually performe by this newe ſeconds of thy former 
louc,be thou pleaſed with mine acknowledginenr, that 
I haue heard thy loue: O bur(faid he) ſhall che render of 
theſe my ſeruices receyuc at thy hauds no recompence? 
r'1s recompence inough (ſaid ſhe) that I giue credit to 
thy words,8& acceptacctothy ({cruice. VV hy then(ſayd 
hc)ler this bondage of my loue bee ltke choſe calme 
blaſtes which kindlerhe fire of delight, whoſe flame 
breaking forthintothe world,may make vs adimyred of 
allconſtant beholders. As ſhe was about toreplic vnto 
this ſpecch,ſhe might percciue the reſt of the 3 «37 50a 
| looking backe,and ſtaying forher companic, which oc- 
caſioning her with a ſhametaſt bluſhing to breake off 
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moue magy ſuſpitions, which to auoid it was fitthat ſi 
lence ſhould part them, yer (faid the) Faire Shephcard, 
take this h'the remembrance, and weare it for my ſake, 
and with that ſhe gaue him a very faire Iewell, ns 
was ſct a moſt rich Diamond , cut inthe faſhion of a

Bur aſſoone as b's cyes had loſt her which was their

p1cmies , all-bee the ſound did nor cÞalenge anic 
thing from his voycc; yet reſil:iTe Jcalou/te Nraxe ſuch 
ſtrange fire into her boſome, thatnot able to contain 
her ſclfe, ſhe came foorth of the Arbour with a morc 
then vſuall haſte , Anger making the Lillics of her | 
face couer all the Roſes, Butwhen ſhee ſawe the de- ..
